PAILURES. 

Tha failures last year were thy pots- 
\o, root and corn crops, and sith ut 
an exception these were very poor 
indeed. With snfficient moisture and 
good weather early in tho season ther- 
was every prospect of good returns, 
tut dry weather act in as.the potntoes 
and roots eoinmenced to form and con 
tinued to the last andthe result—is 
failure, or at least half acrop. In ad- 
dition tothe dry weather, I have to 
aay that want of sufficient work on the 
crops caused, T am sure, at least a part 
of the failure. Usually once or twice 
a week we scruffle and hor the root 
crops, aud in dry weather oftener than 
in moist, but last year accumulation of 
work and ecarcity of heip caused these 
crops to be neglected. 

MIXED FARMING. 

This sabject is one well worthy to 
te treated entirely by itself, instead 
of the limited space that I can give it 
here. You willall agree with me that 
in the Northwest we have no mixed 
farming 2eis understoodin the eust.

Homestead Reculations, | : 


Ali even-numbered sections of Dominicn 
Lands in Manitoba or the North-West Terri- 
tories, except Sand 26, which have been 
homesteaded, reserved io provide wood lots 
for sctilers, or other purposes, may be home- 
steaded by any persou whois sole head of a 
family, or maic over eighteen years of age, 
to the extent of one quarter section cf 166 
acres, more or less. 


ENTRY. - 


Entry nay be madepersonally at the local 
Jan otiice in which the land to be taken is 
situate, or if the homesteader @esirea, he 
may, on application to the Ministe: of the 
Interior, Ottawa, or the Commissioner of 
Dominion Lands, Winnipeg, receive author- 
ity for some one to muke entry forhim. A 
fee of SIOis charged for an ordinary home- 
stead entry ; but for sands which have keen 
veer pied an additional fee of $10 is charge- 
able to meet inspection and cancellation exe 


penses, 
LOMESTEAD. DUTIES. 


Under ti honiestead duties 
uy be periorieed in ways, and ou 
making application f#r entry the settler 
must declare under which of the fcllowirg 
conditions he elects to hold his land :—

1. Tiree years’ cultisation and residence 
during which period the. settler riay not be 
absent for more than six montha in “ly one 
year without fo; feiting theentry. 


2. Residence for two years and nine months 
anywhere within two miles of the homestead 
qtarter section, and afterwards actual resid- 
ence ina habitable honse upon thehomestead 
for three months next prior to applieation 
for patent. Uriler this system 10 acres nust 
be Droken the first year after entry, 15 aad- 
ditional in the sccond, and 15 in the third 
Year; 10 ucresto Le in crop the seeond year 
and 25 acres the third year. 


3. The five years’ system under which a 
settler may reside anywhere for the first two 
years (but must perfect his entry by com- 
mencing cultivation within six months after 
the date thereof,) breaking five acres the 
first year, cropping those 5 acres and break- 
ing 10% res additional the second year, and 
also buiblinga habitable house before the 
end of thesecond year. The settler must 
commerce actual residence on the homestead 
at theexpiration of two years trom the date 
of entry, and thereafter reside pon and cul- 
tivate his homestead for at least six months 
in each of the three next succeeding years.
